HOLLER FOR YOUR RIGHTS 


In Israel as well as in other countries, Ralph Nader's name was synonymous with consumers’ rights 


long before the Prime Minister turned the spotlight on him in an Independence Day interview. A former : 
aide, TOM STANTON (right), talks to MALKA RABINOWITZ about Nader's strategy and tactics. te 


IN CALLING last week for an 
“Jgraeli Ralph Nader" to step 
forward, Prime Minister Rabin 
was in effect going over the heads 
of veated, interlocking interesta — 
Government and public — to tell 
Iarael’s sorely-tried consumers: 
“There is very little I cando from 
the fop. For Heaven's sake, stand 
up and holler for your rights."" 

It was, as Rabin conceded, a 
surprising appeal coming from a 
Prime Minister. He explained it 
by saying that Statchood —- this 
was an Independence Day inter- 
view — sometimes led people to 
rely too much on government. 

What his appeal in fact 
represented was a new mood of 
sober and chastened realism fan- 
ning out in ever widening ripples 
from the shock waves of the Yom 
Kippur War. 

The unchecked abuses of an in- 
difforent and all pervasive 
bureaucracy were not, 15 it turn- 
ed out, a secondary problem that 
could await the lifting of more 
Preaaing political and military 

lens. They were a apreading 
Infection threatening the Stnte’s 
moat vital interests -- security 
and Immigration, 

Ifhis statoment amounted to an

“Don't Increase your standard 
of living,” Stanton says Nader 
cautioned him before he left 
(referring to the quite high stan- 
dard open to a Harvard-trained 
attorney}.

It's easy to go up 
but It's harder to come down if you 
want to take a public interest job 
again," 

Nader has also declined to enter 
politics, apparently aware that 
such a move would effectively un- 
dercut his capacity to mobilize 
and command a reform move- 
ment. Stenton notes that in Isracl, 
too, there is the sense that politics 
can be the kiss-of-death for would- 
be reformers, though not all resist 
the temptation like Nader. 


THOUSANDS OF citizens help to 
fund Nader by subscribing fifteen 
dollars a year to “Public Citizen 
Inc," Into the kitty also go 
Nader's lecture tees — he gets $3,- 
500 a shot — and book royalties as 
well as foundation grants. His full- 
time people get little; one young 
lawyer turned down a $17,000 Wall 
8t. position to joln Nader's staff at 
$4,500 a year. 

Everyone has his own motiva- 
{ion for entering the operation, 
says Stanton. Hia dorives from be- 
ing the son of Jewish refugees 
from Germany. “I have a real 
fear of concentrated power and 
what it can do if unchecked," 

Nader works himself and his 
pcople hard and is on to thom con- 
stantly to check new ideas. ‘'We 
can't afford mistakes," Nader 
tells his task force. One miatake 
would undermine a thousand true 
statements. Powerful adversarica 
would be ready to blow the mis- 
take ouf of all context. 

It is, says Stanton, ἃ wonderful 
atmosphere to work in. Some of 
the zest comes through reports by 
Nader study groups that have 
since been published in book form. 
One of them documents abuses by 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion in setting standards that 
decelve consumers and conceal 
important information instead of 
promoting honesty in the market 
place. In a comment that could, 
with a change in names, be widely 
applied, the authors, a group of 
students and recent graduates, 
wrote: 

“The FDA has many dedicated, 
qualified people at every level, all 
of whom have enemies within the 
agency. The dedicated personne! 
should be singled out and sup-

THIS REPORT was followed by 
permanent Nader monitoring of 
the FDA by anew group whose cs- 
tablishment was involuntarily 
subsidized by General Motors 
through Its $425,000 damages pay- 
ment. Twelve young attorneys 
headed other investigative units 
set up by Nader, including a sub- 
stantial car safety section. 
“Gencral Motors is financing its 
own ombudsman,’' Nader com- 
mented cheerfully. 

Stanton's fleld was tax reform 
and his asenult was twin-pronged, 

Gn the one hand, the Internal 
Revenue Service was prodded into 
informing taxpayers of the right 
to appeal in the audit and collec- 
tlon proceases. The IRS was urgod 
to do so by a Senate ap- 
propriations subcommittee aftor 
it heard the Nader people testify 
that the small taxpayer was sub- 
jected to more frequent audits 
than large corporations. 

At the legal level, Stanton's unit 
went after a four billlon dollar tax 
cut which the Nixon Adminiatra- 
tion proposed to give big business. 
This was to he done without public 
hearings, in the form of a deduc- 
tion for “accelerated depreciation 
of husiness machines and 
aquipmont.'' 

After the Nader organization fil- 
ed sult the Treasury quickly 
promised to hold public hearings 
on the proposal, 

In the end, says Stanton, big 
businesg got Congress to changa 
the law and the Bill. Nevertheless, 
It was not a total loas, days Stan- 
ton. The investigators learned 
something about the working of 
Congress. And it led Nader to 
provide reform-minded 
Congressmen and Senators with 
more solid staffing. 

At the same time, it served 
notice on the Administration that 
it would not be so easy to get 
special interest Bilis through on 
the quiet. 

Powerful House and Senate 
figures were thwarted by Nader's 
Raiders in an attempt to railroad 
through an omnibus tax Bill 
favouring big interests. At that 
time pressure was brought to bear 
on the then Influential Chairman 
of the House Ways and Means 
Commitlee, Wilbur Mills, by get- 
ting a consumer organization in 
his home state of Arkansas to 
protest Mills’ Bill granting banks 
aseventy million dollar lax break. 

In bucking the bureaucracy, big 
business and on occasion the big 
unions, Nader has made effective 
use of the press, to which he gives 
atorica in exchange for coverage: 
Investigative press reporting has 
generally been confined to.

TIM, the famous cartoonist of the Paris newspaper, “L’Express,” has just been in.Israel on one of his periodic visits. He met HELGA 
DUDMAN, and told her about the long and tortuous road that led from his native Warsaw to a top position in French journalism, 


“HE DOESN'T write, doesn't 
speak on the radio or appear on 
television; and yet Tim js a great 
journalist." 

These arc the introductory lines 
of a new book about and with the 
French cartoonist ‘“Tim," of the 
French newsmagazine 'L'Ex- 
press,"' who has just concluded a 
two-weck visit to Israel, Entitled 
“Autocaricature,"” and In the 
form of conversations with Claude 
Gtayman, the book is one of an 
Editions Stock serles on outstan- 
ding French journalists; the sub- 
ject of another 15 Pierre Salinger, 
also a recent visitor to this coun- 
try. 

At the time of the Six Day War, 
one of Tim's most controversial 
cartoons — which have appeared 
in ““Time'' magazine, 
‘'Newaweek," the “New York 
Times" and the ''New Yorker’ — 
never appeared in “L'Express"' 
at all, This was on the occasion of 
de Gaulle's famous “proud and 
atlff-necked'' réference to the 
Jews. Tim drew a proud and stiff- 
necked Jew (wearing a Star of 
David, and wooden shoes In 
tribute to the Dutch) behind barb- 
ed wire. His own magazine, which 
under Jean-Jacques Servan- 
Schrelber has long supported 
Israel, “refused Ἢ without ex- 
planation."

changes: you became happy." 

With three comrades (non- 
Jews) he made αὶ to the Lithua- 
nian border from Bast Prussla, 
and was interned by the Russians 
as required by their neutral 
status. When Germany attacked 
Russia in 1941, he was one of a 
group of freed prisoners who got ἃ 
Hft to London with a British con- 
voy bringing supplies to 
Archangel. 

“We had a royal welcome in 

London — an orchestra, beautiful 
ATS girls, newspaper inter- 
views." Subsequently, he joined 
the Communist Party: 
“My politics were formed by an 
extraordinary admiration for the 
Resistance movement, In France, 
it was the Communists who gave 
it the strueture which inspires 
confidence.” 

The break came in 1957, with 
Rusgia's repression of the 
Hungarian revolt; since then, his 
work has been outspokenly anti- 
Soviet, as in a drawing of the 
death of ideological! Communism 
in a red starred steel helmet. 

The name “'Tim" was not born 
until 1998, when, having left the 
Party, he joined "L'Express" and 
Jean-Jacques Servan-Schrelber 
suggested reversing the firat,

THE BOOK [5 obviously geared to 
an American readership, and it 
may annoy local. cooks to find 
Israecll recipes carefully 
translated into pounds and 
ounces. However, anyone ac- 
customed to using foreign recipes 
can cope with these, and moat of 
the measurements are in spoons 
and cups anyway. There [Β also an 
Ingenious listing at the back of the 
book, telling American readers 
specific shops at which they can 
buy our “exotie"' Middle Eastern 
ingredients in various U.S. cities 
and towna. For us, it ia simple: 
virtually ‘everything 18 available 
with ease, and the ingredienta 
called for are not expensive ones 
here. 

Although it tells you how to 
make pitfa-and halle, this is 
neither a “Middle Bagtern” nor a 
"Jewish" cookbook, but rather an 
international one: reflecting the 
diversity. of Jerusalem. Italian, 


Chinese, Indlan, French, and 


‘American’ recipes have'.found. 


their way here in the ba, e of 
settlers, old and new, foc all 
over. 

Even for people who do not 
cook, ‘The Flavor of Jerusalem" 
can be used as a guidebook to 
Jerusalem's ethnic 
neighbourhoods and some of its 
best-known restaurants and land- 
marks, What other guidebook, for 
instance, will tell you what an 
Ethiopian monk cats for dinner, 
and how to make it? 


MOST PEOPLE have heard that 
it is possible to cook with beer, but 
I wonder how many have tried it? 
Last week I went to a press 
Juncheon at which virtually 
everything from soup to

naturally, by the National 
Brewerles — the monopoly which 
makes all our 068] beer, 

‘In fact," Bays the press 


release, “1 la possible to use beer 


in any dish or cake which calls for 
Uquid, as a substitute for water, 
wine or milk." If you make a 
batter with beer, you can dispense 
with the baking powder, as the 


"peer is a leavening agent. Beer 


also acts ag a tenderizer on meat. 

The argumenta about the 
nutritional value of beer are cor- 
rect, but I ‘suspect we get ade- 
quate nourlshment from soup, 
say, without beer in It. Converse- 
ly, we needn't worry about gain- 
ing welght from the cupful or so of 
beer which goes into an entire 
recipe. Besides, beer isn't as 
calorific as most people imagine. 

Chef Micha Noy did the mealin 
the new Ramada Continental 
Hotel on Tel Aviv's seafront. He 
told me it doesn't matter what 
brand of beer you use in cooking 
— 80 you might as well use the 
cheapest. (The brewmaster, 
however, argues that the better 
becrs give better results.) Just 
check to sec if the recipe calla for 
“tight" or “malt” beer. 


THD RECIPE I intend to try first 
[8 the batter in which you can fry 
various meats, fish, fruita or 
vegetables, At the hotel, we had 
fritters of eggplant, of tomato, of 
apple, and of fish fillet, and they 
were all very light and fluffy, with 
a ploagant, mild taste of beer. 

To make the batter, separate 
three eggs and beat the whites. 
Mix two cups of flour with one- 
and-a-half cups of light beer, the 
three cgg yolks and a little salt. 
Add the beaten egg whites and the 
batter Is ready, 

Cut up whatever you want to fry 
into small strips, about one cen- 
timetre thick. Fry In deep hot oil, 
drain and serve immediately. The 
apple and other fruit fritters may 
be served with powdered sugar. 

You can make a braised 
beefsteak with beer, as follows: 

Mix half a cup of flour with 
some galt, pepper, paprika and 
cumin. Take four slices of 
shoulder beef, 150 grams per slice, 
dip them Into the flour mixture 
and fry briefly In oll. Remove the 
meat, and use the same pan to 
steam the following chopped 
vegetables: one carrot, one onion, 
one tomato and two segments of 
garlic (crushed). Add in the rest 
of the flour, and continue steam: © 
Ing. Also add one‘and a half 
bottles :of light Nesher or Abir- 
beer, and a half-cup of water or. 
red wine (that should appease the 
wine industry!). Put the meat into 
a baking dish and pour the 
vegetable-beer mixture over it. 
Cover and bake in the oven for an 
hour. - ες . 

Of course, you're expected to 
wash down all these dishes with 
ample quantitigs,-of beer in the 
normal] iliquid form. wee

Hail Tuscany | 


THE COOKING of Tuscany is 
robust and hearty — not as rich, to 
be sure, as that of Bologna to the 
north, nor as rustic as that of 
Rome and areas further south; 
but just asa short tour through the 
Tuscan countryside gives one a 
new understanding οἵ 
Renaissance landscapes, so a few 
days of eating in Florence or the 
surrounding towns gives new 
meaning to the fleshiness por- 
trayed by Michelangelo or 
Leonardo da Vinci. 

In an area where the peasants 
are as concerned about their 
meals as the aristocracy, a whole 
reaim of fine but solid food has 
evolved, One of the favourite 
Tuscan products is the bean, a 
staple of the region long before 
pasta was introduced to the West. 

Usually, beans are cooked al 
fiasco, in an earthenware vesael 
resembling a flask, but another 
favourite use is in various soups. 
The best knawn [Β minestrone, but 
no less popular in Tuscany is 2iup- 
padt pane, of which, as the name 
suggests, bread is an essential in- 
gredient. 


TO PREPARE znppa dt pane, 
soak a cup or two of dried white 
beans overnight. Rinse them well 
and cook with a bay leaf ina large 
pot with plenty of water, To make 
the beans less flatulent, drain 
them after they have boiled for 
ten minutes and put them on to 
cook again with fresh bolling 
water. 

When they are quite tender 
tafter two or three hours) add one 
small or half of a Jarge cabbage. 
Traditionally, purple cabbage is 
used. While this is cooking, lightly 
fry a chopped onion together with 


ἃ chopped stalk or two of celery 
and a handful of chopped parsiey. 
Add these to the soup, and cook for 
another 16 or 20 minutes. 


At this point, the curious reader 
may well ask how the soup ac- 
quired Its name. The answer llcs 
in a thick slice of toasted stale 
bread — our own “black'’ bread 
does best — which you should 
place in the bottom of the soup 
plate, rub with a clove of garlic, 
and top with some olive oll. The 
soup, ladled over the brend, 
mingles with It and is Infused with 
the flavour and aroma of the vil 
and garlic.

A FAMILY that we would have 
been fond of under any cir- 
cumstances has cemented our 
good relationship by giving us un- 
Hmited access to thelr washing 
machine.

A POLYGLOT MAIMONIDES: 
Moses Maimonides on the Causes 
of Symptonins. Edited by 
Yehoshua Leibowitz and Shlomo 
Marcus. University of Callfornia 
Preas, 263 pp. $10.

IN 1198 MAIMONIDES, who was 
physician to Egypt's Sultan Al- 
Mallk al-Afdal Nur al-Din Ali, 
wrote his "Guide to Good Health” 
for his royal master. Shortly 
afterwards, in answer to the 
Sullan's request for an explana- 
tion of his continued depression, 
Malmonides compiled this work 
under review (the awkward title 
Is not by Maimonides but from the 
Lailn verslon). 

The original Arabic version 
was found only in 1902 and was 
published with a German transla- 
tion In 1928; an English transla- 
tion from the Arable appeared in 
1064. The only version known until 
then was the Latin translation, 
firat printed in Florence about 
1477 and frequently repubilshed. 
But even that version was not 
complete, and the last portion, 
which was missing, is given here 
for the first time. 

In 1962, the Hebrew University 
acquired a collection of 115 
manuscripts from the grandson of 
Hayyim Bechor ben Ephraim 
Halevi of Smyrna (1815-1908) who, 
when In Constantinople, was the 
private physician to the mother 
of the Sultan of Turkey. 
These manuscripts included six 
works by Maimonides, one of 
which was the Hebrew version of 
the work under review, consisting 
of 22 chapters, of which only 
fragments were hitherto known. 
The translation has been at- 
tributed, on palaeographic 
grounds, to the end of the 13th cen-

tury, and Is thus one of the cartiest 
manuscripts of Malmonides' 
medical works to be translated 
into Hebrew. 

This Hebrew translation, 
produced here in facsimile, is the 
basis of this volume, bul itis much 
more than that. Calling In the aid 
of experts In every related field — 
Arabic, palacography, Latin, 
medicine, etc. — Yehoshua 
Lejbowltz, Hebrew University 
Professor of the History of 
Medicine (who, Incidentally, was 
born 80 years ago on Iyar 1), and 
Shlomo Marcus have produced 
thia excellent critical edition of 
the work, with full sclentifie ap- 
paratus and a running commen- 
tury, giving all the four versions, 
Arabie, Latin, Hebrew and 
English. It inciudes, In addition, a 
speclal section on the Materia 
Medica in the treatise, both In 
Hebrew and in English, in 
alphabetical order, the painstak- 
ing work of Marcus in addition to 
his co-cditing of the work as a 
whole, 


IN HIS _ introduction, Prof. 
Leibowitz points out thal the 
language of the Hebrew version is 
quite unusual, differing from that 
of the other Medieval tranalationa 
of Maimonides’ work, 
Maimonides wrote all his works in 
Arabic except the Mishneh Tora. 
And in the Mishneh Tora there is 
one chapter --- the remarkable 
fourth chapter of Hilchot De’ot — 
in which Malmonides offers a 
health regimen with a guarantee 
that people following It will live to 
a ripe old age without sickness. 
Although, as he specifically 
states, this regimen fs for a 
healthy person, whereas the work 
under review was written for an 
ailing man, there are con- 
siderable similaritics in their con- 
tents, and it ἰ5 of some interest to 
compare Maimonides' own

If the study hoped to show that

TRUMAN CAPOTE once par-

He wag asked about a piece of In.

So with Russell Hoban's 
“Kleinzelt."" As a matter of 
curious fact, Kleinzeit, Hoban 
gays, comparing Mllton with 
present-day poeis and novelists, 
“It mostly isn't writing now, it's 
just spelling."

Hoban has a laudable artistic 
record.

Donne's work, the unity of 
spiritual significance of his early 
work and the later religious 
poctry and devotional writing. 
Parallels are drawn between his 
poetry and the mannerist school 
of painting, in particular the pain- 
ting of El Greco. Donne and his 
work are discussed in relation to 
the cultural environment of his 
tlme, that of the Counter- 
Reformation. He is shown to 
challenge the New Philosophy and 
re-assert the importance of man 
and his inner experience. 

Roston {s not afraid of differing 
from previous interpretations and 
from drawing his own con- 
clusions. In fact the book seems to 
deal largely with previous critical 
contentions which Roston 
attempts to refute, using ample 
quotations and analyses to 
strengthen his arguments. 

A minor criticiam — one which. 
unfortunately, can be applied to 
many academic studies — Ig that 
the book [8 unnecessarily difficult 
to read. It abounds in sentences 
similar to the following:

Is it impossible to write 
criticism without such sentencos? 
Lost In the verbiage one finds one 
asking oneself after several pages 
what Roston wanted to say. Of 
course, the above quote is not the 
whole story but such descriptive 
sentences as the following, when 
Roston discuases his later work — 
“The scene and mood have 
darkened but Donne's silhouette 
remains distinct within the 
gloom." (Page 150) — are almost 
lost wilhin the gloom. 

Porhaps this erlticism ἰ8 over- 
harsh, and the book is only Intend- 
ed for academic circles. Certainly 
it scema to assume prior critical 
reading on the subject. Can I be 
excused for expecting a book of 
criticism to make me want to read 
the original? So concernod with 
his own arguments, Murray 
Roston seems almost to forget to 
comment on the beauty of Donne's 
writing.

The solution 
is for everybody to think in- 
dependently, to keep their minds 
open, to consider all the facts, and 
not to yield just to get a consen- 
aus. 

Tt is not easy, especially ina 
democracy, where the basic prin- 
ciple Is that the majority knows 
best. This very thoughtful and

PINHAS COHEN-GAN'S latecat show 
Is deliberately more palatable than his 
exhibition of “Activities'' at the Israel 
Museum last year; but it derives 
directly from one of the conceptual 
projects there. It also coincides with 
the publication of an article on his ac- 
tivities by Marc Sheps in the firat lasue 
of '‘Musag” (Concept), a new Hebrew 
monthly devoted to art, theatre and 
Ilterature (edited by Adam Baruch, 
who writes a column on aeathetica for 
Yediot Aharonot). Sheps‘ notes to 
Cohen-Gan’s outlines of his intentions 
throw a little, sometimes contradio- 
tory light on the current exhibit, con- 
tradictory perhaps because of the con- 
tradictions inherent in Cohen-Gan's 
work and personality. 

Cohen-Gan, a skilled printmaker 
trained In London, abandoned 
Acsthetics completely in his Museum 
show, attempting to focus entirely on 
the concopt of each “activity,” which 
dealt chlofly with displacement and 
change — chomical, environmental, 
geographical and, ultimately, per- 
sonal. This writer felt the concepts 
offered were cither too facile or over- 
simple; or worse, pseudo-scientific; 
and that they were deliberately denied 
even the saving grace of high finish or 
skilled presentation. 

The current show — of reconstruc- 
tons of “Icaves™ from his “Alaska 
Notobook"' — is clearly designed to 
forestall at least one side of the 
criticism: the "“pages’’ consist of 
beautifully handled chalk and pastel 
drawings on grey cards with penned 
comments, carefully placed side by 
side go as to circumnavigate the room 
(they are algo combined into an effoc- 
live poster that literally comprises the 
entire show! and occasionally ar- 
Uffelally bridged with a minimalist 
sketch. The subjects arc comparative 
geography and the definition of a par- 
theular area of landscape ng 
eharncterlesa ag a flat snowfleld, us- 
ing arlificlal constructions or corners 
resembling enlarged picture-olbum 
alickera. These flat rectangular areas, 
together with the right-angles of the 
constructions (which form triangles} 
and the are τοῦ the sun?) are used to 
create what in at once both a vory 
pleasing abstract design and the 
demonstration of a concept. Cohen- 
Gan writes somewhere thal “there ja 
no art without concept” though hia 
near-fllegible notes do not always 
scem to be meant to be read.

Some of theao fine little drawings 
are entitled "Wisconsin," made 
before the Alaska trip and offeredasa 
contrast.
